Hickman Informed County Autopsy 


Surgeon Found Death Was Due To 


Exhaustion Or 
Fright

Los Angeles, Dee. 28—(U.R)—’Wil­ 
liam Edward Hickman stood firm to­ 
day in his determination to enter a 
pica of guilty when he is arraigned 
tomorrow on charges of murdering 
Marion Parker. 
“ 1 will plead guilty, 
no 
matter 
what my mother’s lawyer 
advises 
me,” the youth told jail attendants. 
Hickman was informed that 
the 
report of Dr. A. E. Wagner, county 
autopsy surgeon, 
showed 
the girl 
died from exhaustion or fregiht and 
not from strangulation. 
This point, he was told, might be 
an important factor in his defense 
plans. 
“ That makes no difference,” 
he 
replied. “ I’m ready to plead guilty. 
I’ll talk to my mother’s attorney be­ 
fore I go to court blit I'm going to 
plead guilty.” 
Jerome P. Walsh, attorney retain­ 
ed by Hickman’s mother to defend 
him, is expected to reach Los Angel­ 
es from Kansas City early tomor­ 
row. 
Dr. Wanor’s report was the first 
indication that Marian had not died 
directly from the 
kidnaper’s 
vio­ 
lence. The condition of the 
lungs, 
throat and eyes of the girl, the re­ 
port said, showed she* had not died 
of strangulation, and chemists found 
no trace of poison in the body. 
The actual cause of death, how­ 
ever, seemed but slight mitigation in 
view of the Hickman confession. 
District Attorney Keyes said the 
autopsy report was “ only a theory” 
and other officials believed the re­ 
port would not save Hickman from 
hanging. 
All danger

Hickman apparently had passed to­ 
day. 
Hickman—the slippery fox 
who 
terrorized Los Angeles for 
many 
days After the kidnaping and murder 
of Marion—faced today his 
first 
period of comparative rest since he 
lured'the 
child 
away 
from 
her 
school nearly two weeks ago. 
And rest seemed to be what the 
once sneering kidnaper most needed. 
He came back to Los Angeles yes­ 
terday a cowed, 
cringing 
youth, 
frightened by threats of mobs, ex­ 
hausted from hours of questioning 
and from after-effects of his 
flight 
from the law. 
From the day lie walked out of the 
schoolhouse with Marion 
he 
had 
been under high tension— first in his 
attempts to collect ransom, then in 
j his wild flight north through Cali- 
1 fornia and Oregon.

to act in preventing the corn borer, 
which is now within a short distance 
of Rush county. 
Taking corn as the basic product 
of agriculture in Rush county, the 
two schools have arranged a com­ 
parison between this county and E s­ 
sex county, in a southern district in 
Canada, which was hard hit by the 
invasion of the corn borer. 
In that county 419,271 acres are 
assessed as farm lands, and in 1923 
there were 100,000 acres 
in corn. 
After the corn borer infested 
the 
county, the acreage in corn in 1927 
fell to 20,000 acres, 
and 
farmers 
were compelled to stop raising hogs, 
because there was not enough corn 
raised to support them. 
Similar conditions would exist in 
Rush county, the posters reveal, 
if 
the corn borer is permitted to reach 
this county. 
The theme is carried 
out with posters, photographs of all 
kinds and 
interesting 
information 
that convevs to the farmer that now 
is the time to launch a fight against 
the borer, before it arrives. 
The corn borer in 1920 was in six 
counties in Indiana, or 41 townships 
in all. This year 
it has 
advanced 
and is listed in 14 counties, and 91 
townships. One of the latest town­ 
ships to he infected is up in Ran­ 
dolph 
county, 
near 
Winchester, 
which is onlv a1 short distance from 
here, and for that 
reason 
much 
'■oncern is being expressed 
by the 
farmers here, who are afraid of the 
invasion locally. 
The Center and Moscow schools, 
working jointly on the exhibit, have 
arranged a display that should ap­ 
peal to all who will attend the corn 
sho"- this week. 
Much of the exhibit was obtained 
from Canada, and the teachers 
in

Corn Borer Work in Jeopardy 


At the request and under the di­ 


rection oi the national com borers 


committee a large meeting oi repre­ 


sentatives irorn every interest in any' 
way elated to agriculture will 
be 
held in the Masonic Temple at A t­ 
tica, Ind., at 1U :UU a. in. Lnday, De­ 
cember 30. 
j __ 
The facilities for carrying on corn 
borer control work under the 
aus­ 
pices of the federal government are 
in jeopardy unless something defi­ 
nite is done immediately. The work 
accomplished during the past 
year 
will be discontinued and the devei- 
opement oi the corn borer through­ 
out the corn belt will be practically 
unmolested. It is highly important 
that a large representative meeting 
o i all people in any way interested 
in this question should be held and 
that proper expression oi their wish­ 
es be conveyed to the congress 
of 
the United ¿States and the U. 
»S. 
department oi agriculture. 
Repre­ 
sentatives oi bankers associations, 
merchants 
associations, 
luncheon 
clubs, insurance companies, 
grain 
dealers and implement dealers 
are 
expected to attend 
this 
meeting. 
There is little doubt but that Rush 
county farmers are vitally interested 
in this problem. Confidence has been 
developed in the past year in con­ 
trolling the corn borer. The insect 
parasites alone give wonderful pro­ 
mise. The principal difficulty, how­ 
ever, is that the borer has 
twelve 
years the start. The U. S. depart­ 
ment of agriculture, is working 
on 
many possible control measures. 
Ii the corn borer can but be held 
in check for a few years, control 
methods can bev perfected and thus 
a wonderful service can be rendered 
to agriculture in the corn belt. It is 
ridiculous for any group or organi­ 
zation to interfere with this 
re­ 
search control work when olio but 
considers that Rush county’s corn 
crop alone at fifty cents per bushel 
is equal to more than eighteen per 
cent oi the federal appropriation 
made for 1927. 


Millions for Research 


It may be that too little money 
is spent in this country for “pure re­ 
search"— that is, scientific research 
for the discovery of general truth, 
without regard to particular appli­ 
cation or profit. Some of our scien­ 
tific folk, including so practical an 
engineering person as Herbert Hoov­ 
er, have urged larger expenditure for 
that purpose.

But certainly we lead the world 
of our industrial research. 


The National Industrial Confer­ 
ence Board finds that there is $200,- 
000,000 a year spent for that pur­ 
pose iu the United States.

Hickman Informed County Autopsy 


Surgeon Found Death Was Due To 


Exhaustion Or Fright

Los Angeles, Dec. 28—<U.PJ—Wil- 


liam Edward Hickman stood firm to- 
day in his determination to enter a 
plea of ffuilty when he is arraigned 
tomorrow on charges of murdering 
Marion Parker. 


"I will plead guilty, 
no 
matter 


what my mother's -lawyer .advises 
me,'* the youth told jail attendants. 


Hickman was informed that the 


report of Dr. A. E. Wagner, county 
autopsy surgeon, showed the girl 
died from exhaustion or fregiht and 
not from strangulation. 


This point, he was told, might be 


an important factor in his defense 
plans. 


"That makes no difference," he 


replied. "I'm ready to plead guilty. 
I'll talk to my mother's attorney be- 
fore I go to court but I'm going to 
plead guilty.'' 


Jerome P. Walsh, attorney retain- 


ed by Hickman's mother to defend 
him, is expected to reach Los Angel- 
es from Kansas City early tomor- 
row. 


Dr. Waner's report was the first 


indication that Marian had' not died 
directly from the kidnaper's 
vio- 


lence. The condition of the 
lungs, 


throat and eyes of the girl, the re- 
port said, showed she had m»t died 
of strangulation, and chemists found 
no trace of poison in the body. 


The actual cause of death, how- 


ever, seemed but slight mitigation in 
view of the Hickman confession. 


District Attorney Keycs said the 


autopsv report was "only a theory'' 
and other officials believed the re- 
port would not save Hickman from 
hanging. 


All danger of mob violence to 


Hickman apparently had passed to- 
day. 


Hickman—the slippery fox 
who 


terrorized Los Angeles for 
many 


days after the kidnaping and murder 
of Marion—faced today his 
first 


period of comparative rest since he 
lured'the child 
away from 
her 


school nearly two weeks ago. 


And rest seemed to be what the 


once sneering kidnaper most needed. 
He came back to Los Angeles yes- 
terdav a cowed, 
cringing 
youth, 


frightened by threats of mobs, ex- 
hausted from hours of questioning 
and from after-effects of his flight 
from the law. 


From the day he walked out of the 


schoolhousc with Marion 
he 
had 


been under high tension—first in his 
attempts to collect ransom, then in 
his wild flight north through Cali- 
fornia and Oregon.

Ihe facilities for carrying on corn 


borer control work under the aus- 
pices of the federal government are 
in jeopardy unless something defi- 
nite is done immediately. The work 
accomplished during the past year 
will be discontinued and the devel- 
opetuent of the com borer through- 
out the corn belt will be practically 
unmolested. It is highly important 
that a large representative meeting 
of all people in any way interested 
in this question should he held and 
that proper expression of their wish- 
es ibc conveyed to the congress of 
the United States and the U. & 
department of agriculture. Repre- 
sentatives of (bankers associations, 
merchants 
associations, luncheon 


clubs, insurance companies, grain 
xlcciicrs and implement dealers 
expected, to attend this 
meeting. 


There is little doubt but that Rush 
county farmers are vitally interested 
iu this problem. Confidence has been 
developed in the past year in con- 
trolling the corn borer. The insect 


,. parasites alone give wonderful pro- 


mise. The principal difficulty, how- 
ever, is that the borer has 
twelve 


years the start The U. S. depart- 
ment of agriculture, is working OB 
many possible control measures. 


If the corn borer can but be held 


in check for a few years, control 
methods can 'bo perfected and thus 
a wonderful service can be rendered 
to agriculture in the corn 'belt. It is 
ridiculous for any group or organi- 
zation to interfere with this 
re- 


search control work when one lout 
considers that Rush county's corn 
crop alone at fifty cents per Ibushcl 
is etjiial to more than eighteen per 
cent of the federal appropriation 
made for 1927.

Millions for Research 


It may «c that too little money 


is spent in this country for "pure re- 
search"— that is, scientific research 
for the discovery of general truth, 
without regard to particular appli- 
cation or profit. Some of our scien- 
tific folk, including so practical an 
engineering person as Herbert Hoov- 
er, have urged larger expenditure for 
that purpose. 
, 


But certainly we lead the world 


of our industrial research. 


The National Industrial Confer- 


ence Board finds that there is $200,- 
€00,000 a year spent for that pur- 
pose in the United States. Two- 
tliirds of it is spent 
by industrial 


iponporationa and the otfhjer third 
tiy thp government.
